Perception helps us survive and negotiate our way in a 
complex world by freeing up our attention from figuring 
out what everything is, all the time. The problem with rely- 
ing on perception is that our minds can get lazy; we often

Each year, the Multi-faith Chaplaincy hosts a Convocation 
Celebration of Many Faiths. Leaders from many different 
traditions offer readings, prayers, music, words and sto- 
ries to celebrate the achievements of the graduates.

It would be hard to summarize my experience, but what | 
have learned goes something like this: my journey has 
taught me that not only do | have a voice, but that it is a 
voice worth paying attention to, no matter the size or pitch. 
| learned how to follow my own voice and how to listen 
and value the voices of the many people | have met. 


My time at Concordia has been a creative and interesting 
balancing act. | am learning that this is what the spiritual 
path is all about: negotiating a space within yourself and 
with the world around you. My balancing act, one of many, 
was to undertake studies in two departments simultane- 
ously : fine arts and religion. | started off in fine arts and 
slowly fed my interest in religious studies, until eventually 
| had a double major. Studying in two totally different envi- 
ronments, both equally creative and inspiring was certainly 
something to negotiate. Different people, different ways, 
different views. 


A perfect example of this would be my involvement in the 
religion student’s association. It is safe to say that this is a 
place where | met some friends for life. Inspired by each 
other’s presence, we were able to undertake some won- 
derful projects. One of which was to publish the first ever 
Concordia Undergraduate Journal of Religious Studies. 
Our mandate was to foster open dialogue between peo- 
ple of different religions and backgrounds. Publishing the 
journal not only gave students the opportunity to have their 
work published in a warm and supportive environment, 
but also allowed me to see the culmination of many peo- 
ples creative energies. This certainly influenced me when 
| went to focus on my artwork. | realize now that | use the 
same sort of creative juice, dedication and determination 
to my projects through to their ends.

stop looking directly at our experience to see what is re- 
ally there this time, at this moment. We may cease trying 
to understand, to learn more about the world we are en- 
countering. We relate things back to what we've already 
learned, and become close-minded, bored know-it-alls. At 
the extreme end we can become jaded, opinionated and 
prejudiced. 


If we want to learn and communicate in our rich and com- 
plex multi-cultural environment we need to become con- 
scious of our perceptions, particularly in our encounters 
with other human beings. By getting to know our own 
minds, how we react to people, what ideas and attitudes 
we bring into our present experience, we can recognize 
when perception is closing our minds, preventing us from 
seeing something new. And there is always something new 
to see. 


Take a few moments again to look around, this time keep- 
ing an inward awareness of emotions and inner dialogue 
going on in reaction to what you are seeing, hearing, smell- 
ing, etc. If self-judgement comes up about your reactions, 
let it go; our perceptions are formed by past experiences 
and they arise without our control. By simply being mind- 
ful of perceptions we find a spaciousness of mind to be 
aware of them but not limited by them. We can also let go 
of ideas or beliefs about people and life that we discover 
are not really true, because they do not jive with our expe- 
rience. Experience is fresh, interesting and deeply engag- 
ing when we are aware of perception but not limited by it. 
We are learning at every moment! 


Self-awareness, including awareness of our prejudices, 
preferences, assumptions and opinions is a foundation to 
entering into dialogue with others who are shaped by dif- 
ferent cultures, religions, values or conditions from our own. 
Simply being the non-judgmental witness to our own mind, 
a process which we can learn in meditation, is a direct 
route to developing this self-awareness that enables us to 
have a fresh and open mind. Sometimes it is helpful to 
focus the attention on one’s own breathing for awhile, and 
then look at what's going on in one’s own mind. This is a 
very helpful exercise when you are having a conversation 
or encounter with someone and you are feeling defensive, 
threatened, angry or rejecting. Take some “breathing 
space” in the conversation, and then see if you can open 
to the other person in a fresh, interested and open-hearted 
way. 


Another dimension of self-awareness is tuning in to our 
motivations. The Dalai Lama often points out that all peo- 
ple, in fact all living beings, are trying to be free from suf- 
fering and to find a sense of well-being and happiness. 
This is always a core motivation, even if we are behaving 
in ways that are actually counter-productive! How do you 
think about or strive for this sense of well-being in your 
own life? How does it shape the choices you make? Can 
you affirm for yourself this desire for well-being, peace, 


contentment, or whatever word you would use? Now take 
one more look around, and realize that everyone you see 
also wants a sense of well-being, even if they understand 
it and seek it in ways very different from you. Can you offer 
others this wish as well, that they can experience peace 
and well-being? Understanding that we share this profound 
desire with all people, even all life forms, awakens kind- 
ness, and a sense of connection with life. 


When we can be grounded in these aspects of self-aware- 
ness, our minds and hearts can be open to listen and fully 
attend to the person in front of us, be they a friend or a 
stranger, from a similar or a different background. Looking 
courageously into our own being, we find the way to reach 
others. Touching our common heart, we can open to learn- 
ing from our differences. {J

There are many parallels between these two seemingly 
different worlds. Both the spiritual process and the crea- 
tive process are about discovery and expression. They 
are also about collaboration, interaction, and exchange, 
often of many voices. Creative production can happen 
academically as it can artistically, spiritually, or religiously. 


When people would ask me what | was studying, | would 
reply by stating both fields of interest, one after the other 
in chronological order: fine arts and religion. the variety of 
interesting responses to my own answer was remarkable: 
oh, so you paint biblical scenes? Mmmm, no. so, you paint 
mosaics, like the kind of stained glass that you find in 
churches? Mmmm, no, not exactly. well, you must cer- 
tainly be a religious person then? the answer is, well, I’m 
not exactly sure. I’m not exactly sure what | do, or how | do 
it, that’s the mystery of it all, that it totally escapes defini- 
tion. whether or not | can make sense of the connections 
is less important than accepting them both as holy ground.”
